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airxng late May and early June 1951# re-inf orceraenfca were sent to the 
Yugoslav-Hungarian border area. These troops were observed arriving at 
falpovo, Cadavxca, Donji Miholjac, Eeli Manastir, Bezdan and Kallnovac, 
The reason for the strengthening of the border garrisons was reportedly 
the frequency of border incidents. The re-inforcing troop units came * 
from the large military camp in Osijek the complement of which has been 
depleted by 75 percent as a result*
